FUNCTIONS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 


Y he law creating this department designates as its duties 
Investigation of all questions relative to the settlement 
age, Perm, to the commitment of the insane, or to the

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duties, not definitely understood at first, are now fairly well 
settled, and this department by reason of its past experience 
is better able to perform its various functions, and to render 
itself useful to the departments which avail themselves of 
its co operation. 


LEGAL SETTLEMENTS. 


The investigation and determination of the legal settle- 
ments of applicants for admission to the City Institutions is 
a most important part of the work of this department, 
as improper decisions of settlements would еп{а on the 
City of Boston the expense of supporting sane or insane 
paupers for the balance of their lives. Men of skill and 
experience are employed to make outside investigations into 
the histories of insane and sane paupers, and insane and 
pauper children, visiting their homes or their relatives and 
friends and securing evidence by which their legal settlement 
may be determined. This particular service requires much 
delicacy and tact, in order that the persons interviewed may 
not take offence, and refuse to give information so necessary 
to а correct determination of the legal status of the appli- 
cants. Тһе total number of settlements investigated during 
the past year is 4,923. In addition to the applieations for 
admission to institutions made in this office, the City has 
supported a large number of deficients in the State Institu- 
tions, many of whom are admitted from other towns and 
cities, thus making the investigations more complicated. 
The bills for the support of these persons are rendered 
quarterly to this department by the State Board of Charity 
and the State Institutions, and are carefully examined before 
being forwarded to Ше several departments for final 
approval The bulletin printed in this report shows the 
number of Boston cases supported by the City in State 
Institutions. 


ADMISSION OF PAUPERS AND COMMITMENT OF INSANE 
TO CITY AND STATE INSTITUTIONS. 


By request of the Pauper Institutions Trustees the Insti- 
tutions Registrar acts as the agent of that board in receiving 
applieations for admission to State and City Almshouses, 
having discretion to grant or refuse such applications accord- 
ing to the merits of the cases presented. Applications are 
made to this office during every working day, being usually 
larger in the winter months. During the year 8,980 appli- 
eations have been made, of which 690 have been admitted to 
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the Doston Almshouse and Hospital on Long Island, 42 to 
the Charlestown Almshouse, 5 to the State Sanatorium and 
1,627 to the State Hospital at Tewksbury, these latter having 
по legal settlements in Boston. Тһе remaining 1,616 appli- 
Cations were either withdrawn or refused. 1 
The relations of this department to the Insane Hospital 
“usteesare outlined in that portion of the law establishing 
this department which describes as one of its duties « the 
Commitment of the insane.” 
"he Statutes provide that alleged insane persons must be 
examined by two competent physicians who shall testify 
fore the Court as to their insanity. Two expert physicians, 
T8. George Е. Jelly and Thomas Waterman, are regularly 
“mployed Бу this department in said service with occasional 
Outside assistance, During the year they have examined 
: Persons, of which number 180 have been sent to the 
Observation Hospital at Deer Island, 249 to the Boston 
Tere Tospital, and 530 to State Institutions. 


APPLICATIONS FOR DiscHARGE FROM LONG ISLAND.

ekly bulletin showing the move- 
the City Institutions and of the 
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City cases in State Institutions. This bulletin when Started, 
on April 7, 1900, included only the Penal, Pauper, Children, 
and Insane Departments. On June 16 it was enlarged by 
the addition of the Overseers of the Poor Department and 
Suffolk County Jail, and on September 22 it was still 
further enlarged and completed by the addition of the 
Police, City Hospital, Health, Soldiers’ Relief and "Institu- 
tions Registration Departments, and the Agency for Dis- 
charged Prisoners; so that it now includes all of the City 
departments engaged in the disbursement of publie moneys 
for temporary aid or for full support. The last issue of the 
bulletin, prior to the expiration of the official year, is printed 
on another page of this report and shows that during the 
week ending Saturday, January 26, 1901, the City of Boston 
fully or partly supported 12,698 dependents, deficients, and 
delinquents, of whom 9,274 remained in charge of the City 
at Ше close of the week; 1,266 of whom were in State and 
8,008 in City Institutions. This valuable information is now 
available for the first time in the history of Boston. 


WEEKLY MOVEMENT оғ POPULATION IN INSTITUTIONS. 


Prominent on the walls of this department are charts, upon 
which is kept the movement of the population in the Penal, 
Children’s, Pauper, and Insane Departments for the calendar 
year. By these charts one can note at a glance the weekly 
Increase or decrease of inmates in the several departments. 
Reproductions of these charts are herewith submitted. 


THE ROUNDER PROBLEM. 


The policy adopted by the Pauper Institutions Trustees 
in 1899 of refusing to admit able-bodied vagrants to the 
Almshouse has been continued throughout the past year with 
good results. This department in the execution of said 
policy has continued to reject applicants who are poor only 
because of their own dissipated and immoral habits, except 
such cases as stood in immediate need of hospital treatment. 
In many cases they have been referred to the police officer 
specially detailed in charge of vagrants. Since the last 
annual report the total number of these cases brought to trial 
was 98, all of whom were convicted. The following table 
contains interesting facts relative to these vagrants. Among 
the more noticeable facts are the average age of the men. 45 
years; average number of times in prison 5; the average 
number of times in the Almshouse 8, and the fact that 30 
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are unmarried. Of the whole number, 84 appear to have 
een born in Boston.

Costly in disproportion to its usefulness have 
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been dispelled, and it has commended itself to other com- 
munities for adoption. 

The final object is not attained merely by harmonizing and 
unifying methods of keeping records. This department 
must also become a distributing centre of the information it 
collects. In this respect progress has been made and sub- 
stantial services have been rendered other departments and 
individuals. Affiliated departments have also been assisted 
in making a larger use of the facts concerning persons in 
their immediate care. The statistics of persons housed at 
the Lodge for Wayfarers and of those aided in other ways 
by the Overseers of the Poor have been tabulated and ana- 
lyzed, —a work of some magnitude, since it involves about 
12,000 cases. 

Finally it is a function of this department to utilize so far 
as possible for independent research the material accumulated, 
or in other ways at its disposal, for the purpose of adding to 
our knowledge of certain phases of the problems that are 
daily pressing upon the departments charged with the care 
of the public wards of the City. 

The appended report dealing with recidivists among mis- 
demeanants represents an initial step in this direction, which, 
it is hoped, may be followed by other and more elaborate 
studies. Further efforts of this kind will, however, be con- 
ditioned upon the opportunity afforded for an extension of 
this department. Hitherto the growing work has been taken 
care of without addition to the clerical force, but the time 
left for other than purely routine duties has become corres- 
pondingly small. 


In GENERAL. 


Much of the detailed work of this department is of such a 
nature that it cannot easily be shown in an annual report. 
Daily reports are made to the Insane Hospital Trustees of all 
cases admitted to the Boston Insane Hospital and State In- 
stitutions, and of the legal status of cases admitted to the 
former. Daily reports are made also to the Pauper Institu- 
tions Trustees of all cases admitted to Long Island and 
Charlestown Almshouses, and sentences of vagrants are reg- 
ularly reported. A weekly report of applications withdrawn 
and refused is also furnished. The Penal Department is in- 
formed of all admissions of observation and delirium tremens 
cases to the Observation Hospital and of their legal status. 
A weekly statistical report is made to the Statistics Depart- 
ment of the City of Boston. 
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The ambulance is used moie than ever before, and has 
Proved to be of valuable service in transporting sick cases to 
the almshouses and to other institutions. 

lhe officials of this department, in visiting needy and sick 
applicants, пеуег forget to combine humanity with their 
more technical duties, and have often been instrumental in 
ne admission to private institutions for those who have 
ee against entering an almshouse.

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LIMITATIONS OF THE INVESTIGATION. 


Тһе great labor of tracing the records of individuals 
through huge registers of institutions for a period of 20 
or 30 years made it necessary to limit the inquiry to à small 
number. It was, therefore, confined to misdemeanants who 
were committed to the House of Correction at Deer Island 
between July 1 and December 31, 1900, and who have 
records of a total of 15 or more commitments to that 
prison. They are not selected cases, but were taken up, one 
by one, in the order of their commitment. The statistics, 
then, relate only to living persons. 

Primarily, it was sought to obtain all facts about their com- 
mitments to DeerIsland. Іп most cases this has been accom- 
plished. Yet knowing the common adoption of aliases 
wherewith to cover identity, especially at the beginning of a 
prison eareer, and the general difficulty of complete identifi- 
cation when thousands are involved, particularly after the 
lapse of years, during which there may have been many 
changes in the prison staff, it is more than probable that the 
actual number of commitments is larger than represented in 
our figures. Мо attempt has been made to learn the number 
of arrests which were not followed by subsequent commit- 
ment, or the number of convictions resulting in a fine which 
was paid in court, although we know, as will be indieated 
later, that many of our cases had court records before they 
were committed for the first time. 

Next, 10 was sought to trace the relations of the cases to 
pauper institutions. Неге again the baffling question of 
identity cropped up. Even greater difficulty was experienced 
in following known records in other prisons. The time and 
facilities at command made the inquiry in this direction very 
fragmentary. It was impossible to learn how many have ге- 
ceived out-door or other forms of relief, and to what meas- 
ure. Of their family histories we have only piecemeal 
information, and the fruitful subject of their mental and 
physical condition had to be left wholly untouched. 

On the whole, the investigation deals with a fairly distinct 
group of misdemeanants — the confirmed and institutional- 
ized inebriates. If it had been made to include persons with 
briefer and less continuous penal records, it probably would 
have related to a larger number of the distinctly criminal 
class from which felons are directly recruited. Although un- 
avoidably fragmentary in part, the facts brought out furnish 
a complete illustration of certain phases of the misdemeanant 
problem. А larger number of cases would only have tended 
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to multiply the somewhat monotonous array of facts without 
adding new information. 


SUMMARY OF RESULTS. 


Our statistics deal with 140 persons, 100 of whom are 
Шеп and 40 are women.

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The number of times а person may have been committed 
during any period of twelve months depends largely upon 
the length of the sentence in each instance. All of the 140 
persons have in some year been eommitted more than once, à 
majority more than four times, many five to eight times, and 
one has a record of 22 commitments in two years. The 
асте of achievement in this respect is represented by 16 
commitments in less than twelve months (No. 139), which 
so far as known, is unparalleled. 


OFFENCES. 


The overwhelming number of commitments has been for 
drunkenness. In but seven instances do the combined com- 
mitments for other misdemeanors exceed those for drunken- 
ness; in a few cases the numbers are nearly equal. No less 
than 33, or 28.57 per cent. have never been sent to 
Deer Island except for drunkenness, among whom are some 
with very long records. Although thus 108, ог 73.57 рег 
cent., have at some time been imprisoned for other misdoings 
than publie intoxication, we find on inquiry into the nature of 
their offences that a large proportion may be fairly regarded 
as resulting from inebriety, such as assault and battery, dis- 
orderly conduet, disturbing the peace, breaking glass, vagrancy, 
ete. Oftentimes larceny does not so much indicate a pro- 
pensity for stealing as a desire to get money for drink. This 
inference is corroborated by the fact that comparatively few 
were convicted for theft until they were far along on the 
road to hopeless inebriety. Not more than 81, or 22.14 per 
cent., were imprisoned for the first time for other offences 
than drunkenness. And again these other offences were 
mostly ef the kind that spring from intoxication, namely, 
assault and battery, idle and disorderly conduct and disturb- 
ance of the peace and vagrancy, which constitute 25 out of 
31 offences in question. How many had previously been 
punished elsewhere we have no means of knowing. 


AGE Ат FIRST COMMITMENT. 


То 60, or 42.88 per cent., as will be seen from the group- 
ing below, the doors of the Deer Island prison had swung 
open for the first time, while they were still under 25 years of 
age ; and of these again, 48 had not yet attained their 
majority. The youngest age recorded is 15. In proportion 
just as many men as women were first committed while in 
their teens. Extreme youthfulness is more marked, how- 
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ever, among those committed for the first time between 1870 
and 1885 than among those who have not come before the 
Courts, so far as we know, until a later period, although age 
"Pparently continues to be little heeded in meting out 
Penalty. Тһе fact that a few at the time of their first com- 
mitment were adjudged “common drunkards,” makes it 
almost certain that they previously had been convicted and 
Sentenced. In general, the age at the time of the first com- 
mitment to Deer Island does not necessarily indicate the 
Period of life at which the public career of the offender was 
egun. Some of our cases, it should be remembered, are 
non-residents, others probably had prison records before 
Settling in Boston.

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as has already been mentioned, several of our cases were held 
to be common drunkards when first committed to Deer 
Island, which would probably not have happened had they 
been without previous court records. 

The subsequent sentences do not disclose any uniform 
judicial policy in dealing with these misdemeanants. In 104 
cases, or 74.28 рег cent., the greater number of commitments 
were in each instance for non-payment of fines. The appended 
table discloses the extent to which sentences to pay fines have 
piled up. In some instances 16 out of 18 commitments, 40 
out of 57, 28 out of 30, etc., were for non-payment of fines, 
the maximum being reached by case No. 140, who has been 
committed 96 times out of a total of 126 for inability to pay 
fines. It must not be understood that anything in the laws - 
prescribed this frequent resort to fine a penalty, for the records 
show that in most instances the offenders had been com- 
mitted more than once during the previous twelve months, 
and could thus lawfully have been made to suffer а much 
severer punishment. 'The use of either kind of sentence 
seems to have been a matter of accident, bearing no apparent 
relation to previous offences. Sometimes fines and term 
sentences are found to alternate with each new commitment. 
Again a period of years, during which more than one fine has 
been imposed annually, is followed by a period in which the 
option of paying fines was denied each time, and this, in 
turn, is relieved by а third period in which most commit- 
ments were for non-payment. 

A few illustrations will serve to make the exceedingly im- 
portant matter under consideration more intelligible. Case 
No. 119 has a record of 48 commitments since 1885, 42 of 
which were for drunkenness. From 1885 to 1891 he was 
sent to Deer Island 29 times for non-payment of fines, an 
average of about 4 per year, but the amount of each fine 
hardly varied. In 1891, the law permitting fines in drunk 
cases being abolished, he was sentenced a number of times 
to imprisonment until 1898, when the fine was restored. 

“Since then fines and imprisonment have alternated, the last 
being a fine of $5. 

No. 134 was committed 30 times for drunkenness between 
1878 and 1887, in each instance for non-payment. Then, 
for the same offence, he was confined for 6 months, followed 
by 18 commitments for non-payment between 1887-1891. 
Subsequently he has spent Зу years at Deer Island on sen- 
tences to imprisonment, yet the last penalty imposed in 1890 
was а fine of #10. 

No. 113 was adjudged a common drunkard when first com-

In contrast, some, though very few, have not escaped with 
а fine penalty even once during the last decade. Others, 
again the exception, were not given the privilege of paying 
fines at the earliest stage. Thus No. 112 was committed 
the first 5 times on term sentences, but subsequently has been 
fined 18 times. Тһе multiplication of sentences to pay fines 
is not wholly a thing of the past. No. 18, for instance, was 
committed seven times in 1900, and five out of these for 
non-payment of amounts not exceeding $5. 

Two cases, Nos. 16 and 54, form singular exceptions — 
neither has been committed a single time for non-payment. 
As regards the latter, an explanation lies in the fact that 16 
out of 20 commitments were for vagrancy, and vagrants 
are not supposed to possess as much money as the confirmed 
inebriate. The record of the former case, however, presents 
nothing unusual, for 14 of his 17 commitments were 
for drunkenness. Why this one man should have been 
singled out for severer punishment than the remaining 138 
cannot be told. In general, we know that the seemingly 
contradictory treatment accorded misdemeanants of the 
same class, which is just as apparent from the individual 
record as by a comparison of records, is attributable (to 
what extent we cannot tell) to the fact that these offenders 
from time to time turn up in different courts.

Without a single exception the 140 persons have at some 
time been sentenced to imprisonment for three or more 
months on account of publie intoxication. No less than 
118, or 84.28 per cent, have been given a maximum sen- 
tence of six or more months, in nearly all cases for drunken- 
ness; while 51, or 36.42 per сепі., have served sentences of 
12 months, several more than once. In the light of these 
facts, it becomes doubly significant that 46, or 32.85 per 
cent., of the whole number were fined $5 or more at the time 
of theirlast appearance in court in 1900, and because they did 
not pay were committed for eight days, which, under our law, 
is the measure of time equivalent to the above amount of 
money or any fraction of it. 

In 125 cases, or 89.28 per cent., the last sentence imposed 
was тоб nearly so severe, usually not by one-half, as Ше 
maximum sentence imposed upon the same person and gen- 
erally for the same offence. That is to say, when the maxi- 
mum sentence for drunkenness is found to be 12 months in 
any case the last sentence imposed upon the same person will 
be found to be imprisonment from 1 to 6 months, or perhaps 
a small fine. Іп 47 of the 51 cases with maximum sentences 
of 12 months in each instance, the last sentences were much 
lighter, and in 8 of them the last commitment was for non- 
payment of fines. 
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Ава matter of fact, then, so far as can be gleaned from 
the Tecords, little or no attention is paid to the time of sen- 
“nce to previous sentences for the same offence with respect 
to their number and degree of severity.

one person for drunkenness amounted to less than $10, 
while another, with less than half as many commitments for 
the same offence has frequently been asked to contribute 
$15. Оп the whole, it must be said that, no matter what 
the offence, a uniform relation between the total amount of 
fines imposed upon а person and the number of fine sen- 
tences is not to be looked for even when the same offence 
has been committed. For this reason it seemed simpler 
when the fines were imposed on two counts for the same or 
different misdemeanors to regard them as one in our tables. 

Тһе changes іп the law fixing the money penalty in drunk 
cases, to which allusion has already been made, must ђе 
taken into consideration. In addition to the variability of 
the maximum money penalty, the equivalent of the same 
in days and weeks of confinement has been changed by 
legislative enactment three times during the years covered 
by our records, both of whieh cireumstances have in many 
cases materially affected the duration of imprisonment for 
unpaid fines and costs. Several of the 140 men and women 
have had the unique experience of being detained in jail 10, 
30 and 8 days for non-payment of fines of exactly the same 
amount in each instance. The shortest term of imprison- 
ment in our records for failure to pay fines is 16 days and 
the longest 6 years, 10 months and 15 days. А summary 
follows.

Eight cases afford remarkable illustrations of the extent to 
which the fine penalty may be used: АП of them have 
spent a longer time at Deer Island for non-payment of fines 
than on term sentences; that is to say, they have averaged 
less than 30 days in jail on nearly all commitments, and in 
5 of these 6 cases the last commitment in 1900 was for 
unpaid fines. Тһе details will be found in the appended 
tables.

Only 15 cases are 
noted for a large number of children, from 5 to 9 each. Of 
the subsequent history of these children very little is known. 
Some of them are said to have died, probably in infancy. The 
sad lives others have led may be imagined from a single 
ilustration. Е., an illegitimate child of an inebriate mother, 
placed in the Marcella-street Home at a tender age, later 
admitted to the House of the Good Sheperd, thence sent to 
the Almshouse at Long Island, thence to the Worcester Insane 
Hospital, and, lastly, to the Medfield Insane Asylum, where 
she died in 1899. There is the greater reason for picturing 
darkly the fate of these children, of whom some must now 
have reached maturity, because many of them were brought 
into the world after their parents had become confirmed in 
inebriate or criminal habits. This is а necessary inference 
from the fact that the parents were committed to Deer Island 
while still very young, in some instances under 21 years of 
age. Тһе records tell furthermore, of mothers bringing 
their infants with them to the House of Correction. For 
aught that is known to the contrary, some of these children 
may have seen daylight for the first time within prison 
walls. 


Созт ок MAINTENANCE. 


The total amount of money expended by Suffolk County 
as well as by the Commonwealth for the maintenance of the 
140 persons in public institutions during the time covered by 
the records cannot be stated with exactness. Indeed, owing 
to the imperfect knowledge of their relations to State estab- 
lishments, the expense ineurred by the State on their account 
has not even been inquired into. It is known, however, that 
on the basis of averages for a period of years, the County 
has spent in cash outlay for the maintenance ої these same 
persons at Deer Island $66,991.52, and at the almshouses 
and the South Boston House of Correction $10,525.93, a 
total of $77,517.45. 

In contrast, let it be repeated, the whole amount paid in 
fines by these same persons subsequent to commitment was 
$433.43, which, needless to say, has been deducted from the 
sum showing cost. 

Yet, after all, the bare cost of maintenance represents but 
a part of the expense the community has been put to on 
account of these misdemeanants. The cost of making arrests 
is reckoned by the Department of Police to be $8.04 for each. 
Counting only the arrests followed by commitments in the
